Pension Statistics for the Last Fis- 
cal Year Show That | Over Fifty 


Thousand Soldiers Have Been 
Added to the Roll. - 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 1—The forth- 
coming annual report of the Commissioner 
of Pensions will show that the number of 
pensions allowed during the last fiscal year, 
including the war of 1812, was 56,737, of 
which 54,852 were for soldiers and'1,885 for 

sailors. Four widows were reinstated and 
two promoted and sixty-four orphans and 
relatives ef soldiers were reinstated. One 
hundred and thirty-nine ex-union soldiers 
were reinstated and 279 promoted. a 

The number of. pensioners on the rolls 
June 80, 1898, was 903,714; amount paid for 
pensions during the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1898, $144,661,879; average value of each 
pension, $131.79. 

Comparison shows that more pensions for 
service in thé war of the rebellion were 
granted during the last fiscal year than 
were allowed during the entire four years 
of Grant’s second term and the entire ada- 
ministration of President Hayes; that the 
amount actually paid for army and navy 
pensions during the fiscal year ending June 
80, 1898, was largely in excess of the amount 
paid either during the first or second term 
of President Grant’s administrations and 
almost as much as was paid during the en- 
tire four years of President Hayes’ admin- 
istration.

CONDITIONS IN SOUTHERN CAMPS. 

Some of the soldiers arriving at Camp 
Wikoff from Santiago find it difficult to 
speak in sufficiently disparaging terms of 
climatic and sanitary conditions in Cuba. 
This was naturally to be expected. Lying 
within the tropics and subject to all the 
conditions which prevail in a latitude sub- 
ject to the intense heat and tropical rains 
which prevail during the summer season, 
added to the dense vegetation, it was in- 
evitalge that our troops should be attacked 
by climatic diseases, especially when com- 
pelled to use impure drinking water and 
when indulging their appetites upon fruits 
to which they were unaccustomed. These 
experiences were confined chiefly to the reg- 
ulars, however, as, with the exception of 
the Seventy-first New York, the Second 
Massachusetts, and “ Teddy’s Rough Rid- 
ers,” there were only a few fragments of 
volunteer regiments—including among the 
latter a portion of the First Llinois—who 
took part in the operations about Santiago. 

It isynotorious, however, that the same 
conditions—in quality if not in degree— 
which prevailed in Cuba have operated to 
some extent in the camps located in the 
Southern States. This appears to have been 
the case conspicuously at Camp Thomas, 
near Chattanooga, which was selected in 
April last as a camp of rendezvous on ac- 
count of its supposéd healthy location. Ex- 
perience, however, unfortunately, has 
proved to the contrary. The collection ofa 
large number of soldiers within a compar- 
atively small area, aud disregard of sanitary 
conditions as to drainage and sewerage, 
and inability to procure an ample supply of 
pure drinking water, or néglect in protect- 
ing,it from contamination, produced their 


fruits in the form of fevers—typhoid in par- | 


ticular—which have proved especially dis- 
astrous. It was from this camp that a large 
proportion of the volunteers detailed for 
service in Cuba and Porto Rico were taken 
—full of malaria and predisposed to the dis- 
eases of the climate and the season when 
they started. | 
The conditions in most if not all the camps 
in the South—with the exception of that 
at Jacksonville, where General Lee com- 
manded and stricter precautions were taken 
to guard the health of the troops—were of 
this genera] character. Oamp Alger, near

With the confession and suicide of Lieu-

accusers of Captain Dreyfus, the official 
rottenness of the French army is further 
laid bare with startling distinctness. The 
letter which Henry confessed to having 
forged was not one of the original docu- 
ments in the case, but it purported to be 
written by the same German attaché, and 
it figured as important supplementary evi- 
dence in convicting Dreyfus of the original 
charge of selling army” secrets to the Ger- 
man government. The fact that Henry 
forged one letter does not necessarily prove 
that somebody also forged the others, but 
the implication to that effect is strong. It 
is hard to see how the Brisson government 
can ‘now avoid reopening the Dreyfus case. 
Zola has already been largely vindicated, 
and it begins to look as if Dreyfus himself 
were at last to have justice. 

This new development is as curious as it 
is sensational, and it promises to be as mo- 
mentous as it is curious. : It threatens. to 
implicate officers of still higher rank than 
Henry. The way the government stum- 
bled upon the discovery of Henry’s guilt is 
the curious part ofit. An investigation had 
been started into the Esterhazy phase of 
the infamous business, and the officer in- 
trusted with this mission chanced to discov- 
er that two suspected letters, though look- 
ing alike in daylight, showed marked differ- 
ences by artificial light, especially in the 
water marks in the paper. Colonel Henry, 
who had posed as the finder or procurer of 


M. Cavaignac, Minister of War, and in the 
course of the resultant cross-questioning 
was forced to admit that he had himself 
forged it. The discOvery appears to have. 
alarmed the whole government and army 
as much as Colonel Henry himself. Ca- 
vaignac had gone hunting for, a squirrel 
and had come face to face with a bear. 
Consternation was increased rather than 
diminished by Colonel Henry’s act in cut- 
ting his throat in prison twenty-four hours 
later. This cut off the possibility of any 
more confessions, but it also deepened the 
cause for -suspicion against other army 
officers. In taking leave of his wife Henry 
had declared that his conscience was’pure. 
This is taken to signify that he forged the 
letter under the order of a superior. The 
prompt resignation of General Boisdeffre 
does not tend to quiet that suspicion. It 
seems wholly in accord with French no- 
tions of military honor that Henry should 
have killed hiniself in order to avoid further 
revelations and to maintain the quixotic 
“honor of the army,” about which there has 
been so much hypocritical and fanatical 
prating all through the Dreyfus affair. 
Whether this mysterious and shameful 
case of stur chamber judicial methods shall 
now have the light of day let in upon it will 
rest largely with the French press and peo- 
ple. The discovery that this leading ac- 
cuser of Dreyfus was a forger and per- 
jurer has given the anti-Dreyfus advocates 
a terrible blow. If it should happen that 
the blow awakens the French nation to a 
full realization of the crime against justice 
Which has been committed in both the

THE CALUMET DRAINAGE, 

The Sanitary District Trustees are right 
in their contention that the sewage of the 
Calumet or South Chicago region should 
be carried into their big ditch instead of be- 
ing allowed to run into the lake. There 
must be now 200,000 or more people, inelud- 
mg 25,000 living in adjoining territory in 
(ndiana, whose sewage is being dumped 
into the lake now. The population is in- 
ereasing rapidly, for the Calumet region is 
becoming a great manufacturing center. 
There will be 600,000 people there in 1910. 
rhe sewage-laden waters of the Calumet 


drinking water of hundreds of thousands of 
people. 

The sewage, present and future, of the 
district south of LEighty-seventh street 
should be dramed into the big channel the 
Drainage Trustees have cut. A smaller 
channel should be made, following the line 
of the old canal feeder and striking the 
large one near the Sag. The distance is 
but about seventeen miles. Much of the 
excavation will be through clay, and the 
work can be done with the new, huge 
dredges. The cost of removal will be only 
a few cents a cubic yard. All the earth 
taken out will be needed to fill up low lands: 
The capacity of the ditch should not exceed 
300,000 cubic feet per minute. That will 
be sufficient for halfa century ormore. As 
the big ditch below the Sag can carry off 
700,000 cubic feet per minute it will accom- 
modate the Calumet flow with great ease. 
By making the canal feeder channel eight- 
een or twenty feet deep it will be available 
for purposeg of navigation. 

For obvious reasons it is best that the 
construction and control of this subsidiary 
channel designed to drain the Calumet re- 
gion, so much of which is inside the city 
limits, should be intrusted to the Drainage 
Trustees.

towards the cost of it. An increasing quan- 
tity of the sewage which befouls the drink- 
ing water comes from that part of Indiana 
which is on the Calumet. A stop must be 
put to that in some way—if nof with the 
concurrence of the Indianians then without 
their concurrence.

_If the lateral channel from the Calumet. 
westward is not dug it will be necessary to 
construct huge, costly trunk sewers to do 
the work which that channel will do.

SENu"S WARNING AT CAMP WIKOFF. 
Secretary Alger and Surgeon General 
Sternberg will do well to pay attention in 
good time to the solemn words of warning 
uttered by Dr. Nicholas Senn, Assistant 
Surgeon General, regarding the dangers 
threatening Camp Wikoff. Dr. Senn de- 
clares unequivocally that the hospital camp 
at Montauk Point is a death trap. It was 
healthful enough to Begin with, but the 
lack of sewerage wil inevitably foul the 
water supply and fill it with typhoid germs 
in a short time. “ Unless this camp is 
cleared out within six weeks it will be the 
worst infected place in the United States. 
The soil will be permeated with typhoid 
fever and epidemics will follow. . It will be 
worse than it has been at any time in 
Chickamauga.” These are Dr, Senn’s 
words, and he emphasizes them still further 
by warning the Washington authorities 
that in the time specified Camp. Wikoff will 
be a “horror camp worthy to rank with 
the infamous pest holes of the civil war.” 

This is the third warning of the kind 
to come from Dr. Senn, and the other tw@ 
have come true. ‘Months ago, when sta- 
tioned at Chickamauga, he told the au- 
thorities that the national park was no 
place fot a permanent camp, and predicted 
the wave of feyer and death that has since 
swept that pest spot. Soldiers from Camp. 
Thomas carried the germs of typhoid and 
death with them to Santiago and to Porto 
Rico, unfitting them for service the mo- 
ment they got into the hotter climate, but 
Dr. Senn was only accused of talking too 
much. Then he predicted the direful effects 
of General Shafter’s neglect of all pre- 
cautionary measures at Siboney and sound- 
ed the note of warning to get the men out 
of that death trap long before other army 
surgeons were willing to admit that there 
was any danger of an epidemic. Dr. 
Senn’s words were treated with silent in- 
difference until they came true and caused 
universal horror and stampede in over- 
crowded transports. Montauk Point is one 
of the results of that neglect of Dr. Senn’s 
warning.. 

If Surgeon Senn is a Republican it be- 
' comes the duty of Governor Tanner and the 
Inter-Ocean, if they wish to be consistent, 
to charge him with attempting to injare his 
‘party and proceed to read him out of it.

Hunareds of Tons of Provisions in the 
Hold of a Government 
Transport. | 


At the beginning of the war thesteamship 
La Grande Duchesse was chartered as a 
government transport from the Plant steam- 
ship line. She took on troops at Port 
Tampa, and was one of the fleet that car- 
ried Shafter’s army to Cuba. Some time 
before it sailed it also took on a large quan- 
tity of subsistence stores. — . 
Since then the vessel has been constantly 
in the government service. A few days 
ago it arrived at Montauk Point with troops 
from Santiago. Later it reported for orders 
at this port to Colonel Amos 8S. Kimball, 
Deputy Quartermaster General. As the gov- 
ernment had no further use for it Colonel 
Kimball was ordered to return the ship to 
its owners. By the terms of the charter it 
was to be discharged from the service at 
Savannah. The Captain was ordered, there- 
fore, to take it to that port. On Saturday 
the Captain walked into the office of Major 
Summerhayes. Quartermaster, U. 8. A., one 
of Colonel Kimball's assistants, and is re- 
ported to have remarked: } | 
‘I’m ready to sail, but I thought I’d tell 
you that there’s a lot of provisions on 
‘my ship belonging to the government. Per- 
haps the government would like to take 
them off.” | 
‘The case of La Grande Duchesse was re- 
ported to Colonel Kimball, and he reported 
the facts to the Quartermaster General at 
Washington recommending that a Board of 
Survey be appointed to find out why the 
stores had not been unloaded in Cuba. 
Brigadier General George L. Gillespie, com- 
manding the Department of the East, was 
ordered to appoint such a board, and in 
his special order doing this, which was is- 
sued on Monday, it was specified that the 
appointees were ‘“‘to determine when and

In order 
that none of the gain obtained by so great 
and patriotic ‘self-sacrifice may be thrown 
away, it is necessary that Congress shall 
work harmoniously with the President in 
carrying out his purpose of garnering it all 
for the benefit of this nation and of civili- 
zation. 

At the election in November a full House 
of Representatives is to be elected, and the 
composition of about one-third of the Sen- 
ate will depend upon it. The svle issue 
before the people in this State and in all 
the States will be that growing out of the 
war.. The people will be interested in no 
other, and no partisan trickery can divert 
their attention to any other. It will domi- 
nate every election in every State. The 
victory achieved by arms will be repeated 
by peaceful ballots. 

A small, timid, unimaginative, distrust- 
ful, and pusillanimous faction will counsel 
the betrayal of our soldiers and sailors by 
the wanton waste of their heroic conquests, 
but the Professor Nortons, the Gamaliel 
Bradfords, and all their mournful kind will 
be drummed to the rear by the people, 
They might as well have counseled General 
Shafter to surrender to Toral at Santiago, 
or Admiral Dewey to Montejo at Manila.

Why the Philippines Lag Behind. 

Why should not the Philippine Islands be 
as prosperous as their sister island Java, in 
the same great Malayan group? Java has 
nq natural advantage that is lacking in the 
Philippines. In point of climate the Phii- 
ippines are more favorably situated, for 
they are from five to twelve degrees further 
from the equator. It is well known that 
Europeans have been more easily accii- 
mated in the Philippines than in Java. In 
all their large Malayan possessions the 
Dutch have never numbered more than 
50,000 to 60,000 souls. The Spaniards 
have lived in greater safety in the climate 
of their more northern islands; and: yet 
the Philippine group, for the most part, is 
still a wilderness, with a comparatively 
scanty population,.Hke that of most wholly 
uncivilized lands, while Java is called the 
Pearl of the East and is the best cultivated 
and most densely peopled island in the world. 
There must be some reason easy to discern 
for these vast distinctions between nearly 
related peoples living under similar condi- 
tions of climate and natural resources. 

In a nutshell, the reason for these differ- 
ences: is that Holland has genius of the 
highest order for the management of colo- 
nial enterprises, while Spain’s utter defi-

With humane and good 
government and practical business sense in - 
the conduct of its affairs the archipelago 
will undergo, in the next twenty years, a 
transformation such as no Oriental country 
except Japan has ever seen in so short a 
time.—New York Sun. 


Poverty Good for Fa | 

For a good many men it is far from a 
misfortune to be poor. There, for example, 
is Stephen Zelenski, a $10-a-month farm 
laborer of East Orange, N. J. While it was 
necessary for him to labor hard and long in 
order to get food and clothes he seemed a 
decent, sensible fellow. But he inherited 
$20,000, and now he is hiring brass bands 
and parading after them in solitary proces- 
sion.

MARQUISE DE ‘FORTENOT'S LETTER.

There are persistent rumors among the- 
Royalist party in France, at the court of 
Vienna, and in England, to the ¢ffect that a 
separation is imminent between the Duke 
of Orleans and his Austrian wife. It is no 
secret that things have been going from bad 
to worse with this young couple, and that 
it is only due to the efforts of the Emperor 
of Austria that the Duchess has not yet left 
her husband. . 

The latter when first married was 80 
pleased and gratified by hig admission into 
the imperial family of Austria, which so 
vastly improved, from a social point of view, 
the exceedingly equivocal position which 
had been his until then, that he treated his 
wife with a marked degree of consideration. 

These sentiments on his part with regard 
to his wife were, however, not of a lasting 
nature. He was greatly disappointed at the 
failure of the courts of Belgium and of Eng- 
land to receive his wife and himself with the 
alacrity, the hospitality, and above all the 
royal honors that would have readily been 
‘accorded to her had she come to them in the 


stead of as the wife of a disreputable French 
pretender of doubtful lineage and of ex- 
cruciatingly bad'manners. 

His requests for invitations to the courts 
cof St. Petersburg, of Italy, of Madrid, and of 
Copenhagen, in order that he might present 
to them his wife, were for one reason or an- 
other declined, which mortified him deéply, 
and had the effect of irritating him against 
the Duchess, as he expected that his mar- 
riage would have had the effect of opening 
to him all those many royal doors which had 
until that timé remained closed. Moreover, 
the Duchess of Orleans has failed to hit it off 
either with her mother-in-law, the more 
than masculine Countess of Paris, or with 
her two. sisters-in-law, the Queen of Portu- 
gal and Duchess Helen of Aosta. 

About a year ago, in deference to a hint 
received from Vienna, the Prince of Wales 


invited the Duke and Duchess of Orleans to 


Sandringham, this being the first recogni- 
tion accorded to them by ‘English royalty 
since their marriage. To make matters 
more pleasant for them the Prince asked a 
number of prominent French Royalists over 
from Paris to join the. house party on that 
occasion. 

All the French guests returned to the 
banks of the Seine shocked beyond expres- 
sion by the glaring contrast of the bad man- 
ners of the Duke as compared with the cour- 
tesy of the Prince, and above all disgusted 
by the pretender's roughness towards his 
wife, and the coarseness of language and of 
witticism which he displayed, not only in her 
presence but also in that of the Princess of 
Wales. 

The Duchess on that occasion caught a 
bad cold, of which she has never since got 
rid, and which has had the effect of render- 
ing her more or less of an invalid. This and 
her failure to furnish the Duke with an heir 
have completed the estrangement between 
the Duke and his wife, and a sensational 
rupture is looked for at any moment. 

Popular sympathy at Paris, I may add, is 
altogether with the Duchess, her husband 
having but few friends or admirers, even in 
the ranks of his political followers.

“London, Sept. 1.—During Ambassador 
Hay¢s visit to the Queen at Osborne re “er 
day évening her Majesty showed him @h- 
usual attention. Not only was the Queen's 
conversation at the dinner table marked by 
an uncontrolled desire to impress the Am- 
bassador with a sense of the intense sym- 
pathy and confidence existing between her 
Majesty and the American government, but 


‘the Queen actuall laced Mr. Hay next to 
herself at the table. 


This was a remarkaple distinction, con- 
sidering the Spanish situation. It is usual 
for the Queen to seat some member of her 
family between hetself and any foreign Min- 
ister or Ambassador. Indeed, the whole 
circumstance of Hay’s visit to Osborne is a 
revelation of the Queen’s anxiety to increase 
the bonds of friendship between e two 
governments. Colonel Hay did not go to 
Osborne to present his Ictters of recall, for 
the documents had not yet reached Lond 
from Washington: It was the Queen herse 
who sent word to the Ambassador that she 
desired him to take leave of her before she 
went to Scotland in order to save him the 
trouble of a long journey. / 

After dinner the Queen had a long con- 
versation with Mr. Hay in the drawing-room 
and did not retire from the room until after 
11 o’clock. The master of the’ household 
then informed the Ambassador that her 
Majesty desired to see him in the morning, 
so the next day he had another long talk 
with her. The Queen seemed tg be deeply 
appreciative of the fact that she was talking 
to a man who will probably sway and control 
the foreign policy of the United States dur- 
ing the period in which the Angle-American 
moral alliance must be realized or aban- 
doned.” I saw ‘Colonel Hay on his return to 
Londan and he declined to repeat any part 
of his conversation with the Queen, although 
he said that her Majesty’s words were 
marked by gracious friendlinegs to Amer- 
ica.
